• to be a task of one or two years or 


one or two ambassadors. The fric- 
tion that has been engendered ever 
since the Carranza regime has been 
made a political issue inside of Mex- 
ico so that as far as the 192S elec- 
tions approach none of the Mexican* 
candidates can go to the people on 
any programs of friendship with the 
United States but must reiterate a'n 
independent and even aggressive at- 


» titude tpjvard American policies. 


Mr. Sheffield has paid the penalty of

President Coolidge has adopted a 


policy of patience in the hope that 
constant discuss! in and revelat:.in of 
the acti-'itics of subordinate oft'icio. ^ 
•will tend to faring some rcfonn in the 
handling of American properties. Mr. 
Coolidgo Is well aware that muc.i Oe- 
pends on the kind of man he will send 
to Mexico City as ambassador. The 
question really is whether he shall 
send an experienced diplomat or a 
man who has a special knowledge of 
law and constitutional rights. 


Several names are being mentioned 


among them John W. Garrctt. Balti- 
more, who has handled delicate situ- 
ations in Latin countries before. He 
has the' advantage which Ambassa- 
dor Fletcher had of speaking Spanish 
and he is the typo of man who does 
not use bluster in his negotiations. 
The American government has had 
both types in Mexico City in the last 
twenty years. Most of the questions 
•which have arisen, however, have re- 
lated to property rights. 


The American diplomats, however, 


•who have gone to Mexico City, have 
never succcccded in .convincing the 
Mexicans that respect for property 
rights is essential for international 
good will and there have been tem- 
porary truces only when threats of 
economic force have been used. The 
president is not likely, to appoint an 
ambassador very soon but 'the next

AFTER MURDER 


Trail Starts With Finding Dis- 


membered Parts of 


Legs in Park 


New York—M3)—A trial that started 


Saturday with the finding in Battery 
park Manhattan, of dis -hibered parts 
of a woman's legs, had led Monday to 
a double murder mystery and the ar- 
rest of a man suspect. 


Bit by bit part of the torso of the 


slain woman came to light, the trail 
finally leading to a Brooklyn house, 
where the dismembered body of an- 
other woman was found. The victims 
were Miss Sarah Elizabeth Browne!!. 
50. a seamstress, and Mrs. Alfred Ben- 
nett. 4S, wife of an iceman and moth- 
er of four children. 


Police were holding on a homicide 


charge. Ludwig Lee. 3S. janitor of the 
Brooklyn house where Miss Brownell 
lived.- The police theory was that 
Miss Brownell was slain for robbery 
and Mrs. Bennett 
killed when she 


chanced to surprise the murderer at 
work. 


ANOTHER MYSTERY 


AVhile police were working on the 


murder 
of the two women, another 


mystery cropped up in a dark cellar 
in the lower east side where a plumb- 
er, sent to repair a water leak in a 
tenement in AVjllett-st came upon two 
Bundles containing the dismembered 
portions of a mans' body. Police be- 
ieve the victim had been dead several 
months. 
Indentification was not es- 


tablished. 


Early Sunday, a boy. walking in the 


yard of St. Augustine's Roman Catho- 
ic church noticed a bundle wrapped 
n a piece of blanket. A policeman 
opened it and found a portion of the 
ower part of a woman's torso. Three 
lours later the manager of a motion 
picture theatre in Brooklyn told police 
of finding a package. It contained a 
womans left shoulder and arm, the 
ring-finger severed. -

port from Alfred 
Bennett that his 


vife was missing. The Bennets oc- 
cupied a house on Lincoln-pi., directly 
n the rear of 2S Prospect-pi., which

sold to Mrs. Brownell

day when she entered the cellar of 
he Prospect-pi house to investigate a 
vater leak of which Miss Brownell 
lad complained. The police then went 
o the other house.

PREVENTS COLLAPSE 
OF GENEVA PARLEY 


Postpone Pleniary Public Ses- 


sion in Respect to Memory 
of O'Higgins 


Geneva, Switzerland—(A1)—The tra- 


gic death of the Irish statesman. Ke- 
vin O'Higgms, has, by some strange 
destiny of events, served to prevent 
any immediate collapse of the tripar- 
tite naval conference. 


Out of respect to the memory of 


Mr. O'Higgins who was present at 
Geneva only last week as the repre- 
sentative at the conference of the 
Irish Free state, the delegates Mon- 
day decided to postpone indefinitely 
the pleniary public session which had 
been requested by AY. C. Bridgeman, 
head, of the British delegation. 


Mr. Bridgeman ,had asked for the 


meeting in order to give the British 
delegation an opportunity to restate 
its position on the cruiser problem to 
"clear up what he 
called misunder- 


standings and to ask 
a series of 


o.uestions of the- American delegation., 


Monday's 
projected session 
had 


been considered potentially filled with 
danger. 
The 
American delegation 


did not desire it because it believed 
that little good could be achieved by 
a public debate of this nature. 
Thej 


Americans were ready, however, toj 
answer any of the questions whicl 
the British 
might propound 
and 


might even have asked a few ques- 
tions themselves. 


It is understood that the Japanese 


like the Americans, looked with some 
apprehension upon the projected ses- 
sion because of the risk that things 
would be said which might provoke 
the "blow up" of the conference. 


BRITISH CHANGE MINDS

change in the British attitude toward

heing much purer and better than the

ing. 


Another misconception held by many

SHEFFIELD'S RESIGNATION 


The rcsignatiou'of James R. Sheffield, 


/ambassador to Mexico, lias been expected 
for some time. Mr. Sheffield has made no 
concealment of his desire to quit the post 
at a time that would be acceptable to the 
president. There have been rumors for the 
last t\vo years that the ambassador was 
not in accord with the administration's 
Mexican policy. There has not. as a mat- 
ter of fact, been anything to confirm this 
either in Mr. _Shcffie!d's acts or __statc- 
•ments. In handing in his resignation he. 
took occasion to deny that it had to do 
with any lack of loyalty to or support of 
the president. 


Mr. Sheffield has represented the Unit- 


ed States in Mexico through a trying 
period and he has proved himself to be a 
capable diplomatist. He has interpreted 
the policies of Washington with firmness 
and with tact as the occasion required.- At 
the -time of his resignation the relations 
between the two countries are less dis- 
turbing than theychave been for some 
time and it is probable there will be no 
serious developments in the 
differences 


which still exist until after the Mexican 
election. 
The change in ambassadors 


therefore conies at a time when it will 
cause the least embarrassment to the ad- 
ministration. The president has under 
consideration several men of high repute 
for the Mexican post and undoubtedly he 
will be careful to select a representative 
who will measure up to its peculiar re- 
sponsibilities. 


MOVIE STRIKE POTENTIALITIES 


It would be interesting to see just what 


would happen should some of the enor- 
mously overpaid and vastly overrated 
movie stars rise up on the hind legs of 
their temperament and refuse to take the 
salary cuts which the movie magnates 
have just put into effect. 
A star strike 


would be something that would provide 
the newspapers with many attractive and 
meaty pictures, headlines, and columns, 
and furnish ordinary folk light conversa- 
tion that would consume many hours 
which otherwise might have to be put in 
dull work such as can be had any day in 
superabundance. 


That such a strike would stop 
the 


movies, however, is improbable. In the 
first place, there are any number of good 
old films that could be brought out for 
revivals and would fill the gap till new 
productions could be brougrft out. In the 
second place, there are any number of 
young hopefuls clamoring at the gates of 
the movie lots, and beyond a doubt there 
are among them stars just as good as 


. those in the ascendant today.

quires no ponderous intellect. 
Given a 


modicum of looks and a penchant for 
mimicry, put it to work under good di- 
rection provided with a story of some 
meat, and just as good work can be done 
in the future as has been done in the past. 
The fish in the sea, as the old saw hath 
it, are just as big as any that have yet 
been caught. 


Also, it is to be noted that most of these 


elegant stars of today were not born to 
.their positions. They were picked 
from 


the mob which would eagerly step into 
any empty shoes, .and the elements of 
luck played no small part in their climb. 
They were given a chance. somc\vhcre in 
the early days of their career, and o:: that 
gift rests much of their inflated 
fame.

THK DIET. IN EPILEPSY 


The snecific cause of epilepsy has not yet been 


discovered. Yet we know something about the treat- 
ment of ODilCPSV. 


Some one in the Spectacle 
fitting: business 
or 


trade protested against publication of a physician's 
article about headache, became the phyMcian (not 
myself) advised that a specialist in diseases of the 
eye be consulted. The spectacle man pointed out 
that the eye defects responsible for headache are 
not diseases, and consequently thnr treatment does 
not c.ill for the services of an eye disease special- 
ist but rather of persons who treat Mich defects Ky 
nonmedical agencies, 
including lenses. If this is 


good logic, then epilepsy doesn't require 
medical 


treatment, since it is not a disease. Neither does 
congenital hip disease, nor paralysis, nor rickets, 
nor sctirvey, nor hernia, nor floating kidney. All of 
these may 
successfully - treated by "nonmedical" 


method"!, if you harbor a narrow view of the mean- 
ing of the term'medical. The narrow view is that 
medical means medicinal or the u^e of drugs. Onl> 
thoughtless people entertain such a notion. All in- 
telligent neonlc know that medical treatment in- 
cludes many other agencies besides medicines or 
drugs. Medical treatment means m some cases diet 
regulation: in some cases manipulation or purely 
mechanical asrencies. as in the treatment of frac- 
tures of congenital hip diseases: or massajre or hy- 
drotherapy or open air rest, or sunbaths. or various 
kinds of light ray treatment, or graduated active or 
passive 
exercise—all these are as truly medical 


treatment as "pills and potions." notwithstanding 
the efforts of numeious meichants to restrict the 
meaning of the term medical. So the claim of the 
spectacle fitter who speaks of treating an eye de- 
fect by "nonmedical" agencies is for the benefit of 
the thoughtless or uninformed. Consult your dic- 
tionary and then try to conceive any form of treat- 
ment that isn't medical. 


The best treatment thus far deviser for epilepsy 


is a ketoscnic diet in conjunction with the judicious 
use of medicines of the bromide type—in 
many 


cases newer remedies are preferable to the bromides. 
I can't tell what medicines an epileptic should take 
—that is a Question for his individual medical ad- 
nser to consider. Nor can I tell what diet an cpi- 
Vptic should follow. I can only broadcast the fact 
that a ketosrenic diet is of distinct value in the treat- 
ment of epilepsy, especially in young adults or chil- 
dren. 


Ketogenic means tending to produce acidosis. 


\cidosis means the formation or accumulation in 
;he body of any excess over the normal balance of 
acid wastes or combustion products. Acidosis is one 
of 
the 
srrave risks of prolonged fastins for well 


:olk or even short fasts for sick folk. Acidosis is 
the explanation for the benefits derived from short 
or Ions: fasts"in epilepsy. At least this is the con- 
clusion medical science has made, and this conclu- 
sion led to the tost of a diet that would tend to 
produce acidosis. Such a diet has sriven extraordin- 
ary results in many cases of epilepsy in young per- 
sons. Children under 5 years of age receive a daily 
ration that yields not less than 30 calories to the 
pound of body weight. They get 20 grams of carbo- 
riydrate and 1 gram of protein per kilogram body 
weight, and the balance of the diet is made UD of 
fats. This is the essential point—a sreat excess of 
fat foods over the proportion in the usual diet, and 


minimum of protein and carbohydrates. To ar- 


range such a diet for a child reouires the medical 
supervision, less the child's nutrition be seriously 
impaired.

tained as the principle ingredient thyroid extract, 
with a cathartic incredient. 
The catharsis is no 


more harmful than any other physics are when 
abused. The thyroid :s likely to do serious harm. 
Any reduction of weicht obtained from the abuse 
of physics or from thyroid extract taken without 
medical observation, is at the cost of health. 


New Note on Measles 


We are having the three day measles in our 


neighborhood. Some say anvone can catch them as 
often as exposed. Others say only once. (Mrs. P. 
W. W.) 


Answer—Usually one attack of measles protects 


for life, though occasional cases of recurrence are 
on record.

future histroians of 


American literature won't be forced 
to record that perversity was one of 
the 
outstanding 
characteristics 
of 


the literature of the present genera- 
tier. Much of it is 'wholesome: much 
of it is a foieak away from outworn 
tiadilions that can no longer serve 
the world of today. Such a book as 
"The Spoon River Anthology" is es- 
sentially perverse from the point of 
view of the Victorians, but it is a 
wholesome perverseness.,Much of the 
passion back of it is impatience with 
things that hadVome to be taken for 
granted but that were no longer true. 
The more, solidly an idea is entrench- 
ed, the more certain Masters is to as- 
sert the truth of its opposite. 


Along with much of this 
kind of 


thing that is a genuine expression of 
the new spirit of a new age there is 
much perversity that is perverse for 
the mere sjke of being perverse. Be- 
cause for generations everybody has 
been saying that the 
Bible 
is the 


greatest literature ever . roduccd, as- 
serting that even the dullest list of 
kings is great literature,

this preverse generation, like E. Hul- 
deman-Julius. are shouting at the top 
of their lungs that there isn't a single 
Imc of literature in the Eible. that it 
is the world's worst book, from the 
point of view of 
literature.

for the sake of Being-perverse. • 


People like H. -L. Mencken and 


George Jean Nathan a good share of 
the time are perverse merely for the 
sake of asserting

what everybody believes. They prick 
mn*y popular fallacies thai

be pricked but along with that they 
frequently assume the attitude that 
no statement can be true unless the 
average person has always considered 
it untrue.

Mr. Schneider is convinced that the 


old system of handling Indian affairs 
at long range through the agents at 
Washington will be a thing of the 
past.

The 
Indians feel they have as much right 
to have their children educated near 
home as their white neighbors,

congressman continued. 


"The Indians, as we also know, are 


now American citizens of the state of 
"Wisconsin. It is this that makes us 
realize more and more the importance 
of trying to place the Indian on a 
higher plane and mak» him a better 
citizen. That in itself makes us feel 
th» Indian is really the state's prob- 
lem." 


Mr. Schneider fccis that the 


agencies will be. ab^e to carry on more 
c-ffecti*.ely 
the work necessary 
in 


connection with the Indians than has 
beon dor.e by the- federal government. 


"W«? must treat the Indian different- 


ly. wo must giie h:m an Indian educa- 
tion, but w> must try to *!«va'c him 
to the standards of tho white man,"
